Sunshine and warmer weather were 
conditions most needed for the benefit of 
crops during the past week. In this 
sped the Eastern counties and many in 
the central portion of the state had their 
wants supplied, but the Western section 
again experienced a large quantity of 
rainfall in addition to tbe abnormal 
lints heretofore reported. In the 
counties West of on imaginary line 
nccting Meade and Wayne, the average 
rainfall, which occurred July 30th and 
31st, exceeded one inch. The corres- 
pondent in Hart county reported four 
inches, and in Grayson two inches, 
the Bluegrass region and the counties to 
the Northwards, light showers occurred 

the beginning of the week. Jeffers 
county was apparently alone in the en- 
joyment of Sunday's 9howers, while in 
the Eastern portions only scattered show 
era occurred during the week. 

The distribution of sunshine was about 
normal, especially during the last five 
days, but the temperature during the 
nights was unusually cool. Minima tern 
peratures of fifty degrees were experi 
enced the first two days of the week in 
the Northern and Western counties, but 
crops have not sufferod much on this ac- 
count. 

Wheat threshing is about completed in 
the Western, and is progressing rapidly 
in the Eastern portion. In some places 
it has sprouted and there arc reports of 
damage, but on the whole it has stood the 
test of excessive rains exceedingly well. 
Notwithstanding the heavy rainfall, the 
crop is in better condition, generally 
speaking, in tbe Western than in the 
Eastern sections, while with respect to 
oats the crop conditions in the dlffeient 
portions of tbe state are reversed. The 
general estimate of both crops through- 
out the state places tbe quality and yield 
below the average. Fall plowing has 
begun, and in some sections farmers are 
breaking M per cent, more wheat lands 
than they had this year. 

Tobacco is growing nicely, but in the 
Western portions, where it waa worked 
while the soil was wet, continued excess 
of rainfall has caused trenching, but 
with favorable weather conditions the 
outlook is good. In Hart and contiguous 
counties too much rain has retarded its 
progress, but in the extreme Western 
counties topping is is full blast. In East 
era portions the crop is in good shape, 
but might be bettered by moderate rains 

The corn prospect is probably without 
precedent, being in exceptionally good 
condition, i s a rule, in all parts of tbe 
state. Some damage resulted from wind 
and heavy rain in some counties of West 
em portion, but the injury is very slight 
compared with the general condition of 
the crop. 

Farmers are not yet through with their 
meadows, which fall ahort of their usual 
production. Harvesting of hay pro- 
gressed during the latter part of the 
week, but much that had previously been 
cut was damaged by rains on July oOth 
The crop is below average. Clover has 
not fully recovered from the effects of 
worms in springtime, but tbe outlook is 
not unfavorable. 

Pastures are iu excellent condition, 
even in the Eastern part of the state 
where rain was so much needed earlier 
in the season. Rainfall is still wanting 
iu the section around Boone and Pendle-
